WASHINGTON. D. C.. May 30 — 
The charge that disabled soldiers 
and sailors are forced to sell ban­ 
ners and button* in order to make a 
living is denied in a Department of 
Labor statement, which asserts that 
men engaged in this practice are 
frequently civilians masquerading in 
uniform or are discharged soldiers 
who do it from choice and not from 
necessity. 
The 
Labor 
Department’s denial 
was issued following an investiga­ 
tion of many complaints with regard 
to impossibility of getting Jobs for 
soldiers. 
The report on the inves­ 
tigation shows that button selling 
is a lucrative business and 
that 
some men make from $10 to $25 a 
day at it. 
One man, when asked 
by an investigator if he would like 
a job, laughed and replied: “Why 
should I work? 
I made $50 yes­ 
terday selling ’Welcome Home But­ 
tons.”’ 
Not a single case was found by 
the investigators of a uniformed 
man selling anything on the streets 
because he W'as forced to do so for 
lack of employment.

IRISH INDUSTRIES 


HAVE LITTLE CHANCE 


LIMERICK. Ireland, April 29.— 
(Correspondence of The Associated 
Press)— The Irishman’s 
claim 
to 
political independence is not wholly 
sentimental, according to Alphon­ 
sin O’Mara, mayor of Limerick and 
one of its leaidng manufacturers. 
There is, he says, a much more 
practical ride to the question, the 
desire 
for economic 
independence 
and the opportunity for industrial 
advancement which 
the 
Irishman 
feels he can never attain until lie 
is permitted to make his own laws 
and 
deal 
authofiatively w*ith 
his 
own problems. 
‘‘Material advantages have come 
out of every 
movement 
of 
the 
Irish for freedom, but the main 
grievance 
remains,” 
said 
Mr. 
O’Mara. 
“The one point is we are 
heavily overtaxed. This year Eng­ 
land is making a profit of twenty 
millions cut of us. 
That is she 
is 
taxing 
us 
thirty-five 
millions 
and giving us a government which 
costs her no more than fifteen mil­ 
lions. 
These figures are not our 
hut hers. We have England’s word 
for it. 
‘ Ireland has improved its posi­ 
tion in the past years, but w> have 
not advanced industriously. We lack 
capital and we lack confidence be­ 
cause England and England’s states 
men have told us that we are not 
fit 
to govern 
ourselves, 
that 
we 
lack those essentials which make 
for 
self-government 
of 
the 
mass 
and therefore of the individual. Our 
farming population, absorbing this 
sentiment through oft reiteration, 
have withheld their money w’hen it 
was needed by 
Irish 
enterprise. 
They have deposited it in banks, 
vast sums of it, and the money 
has been loaned to Englishmen for 
the development of English indus­ 
try. 
“Limerick 
some 
75 
years 
ago 
had a prosperous mercantile marine 
Now* he Shannon bears not on its 
bosom a single ship that can call 
Limerick its home port. 
“ Also we had a fine textile in­ 
dustry, with more textile workers 
in Ireland than there were then in 
England. But 
that has gone the 
way of the ships. 
“We have here the finest river 
in the world for shipbuilding. We 
could line the shores of the Shan­ 
non with nusy shipyards and work­ 
shops. 
But the people who would 
take the initiative have not the 
money, and because we are told 
we are not capable of self-govern­ 
ment, 
the people who 
have 
the 
money will not lend it to those 
who could use it. 
‘‘The world 
is passing through 
an industrial crisis. 
Every nation 
— America, 
England. 
France 
and 
even Germany, is making prepara­ 
tions for world trade. But Ireland 
is not allowed to take any indus­ 
trial step that would help her peo­ 
ple here at home. Why, the Brit­ 
ish 
government 
even 
refused 
me 
a passport when I wanted to go 
to America to place the natural 
advantages of Limerick' before your 
investors end shipowners. 
So here 
we are. high and dry, with the 
ocean of prosperity all around us. 
‘‘We coould only take the steps 
necessary to develop this country 
lf we were assured Ireland would 
be allowed to make Its own laws 
and 
provide Its own 
government 
for in no other w*ay could be give 
American investors any guarantee 
that England would not tax their 
investments out of existence. 
"I don’t have a great deal of 
faith in what the rest of the world 
is going to do for us unless we do 
something for ourselves. We have 
stated our principles, and at the 
present moment a government of 
the people of Ireland is in office 
in Dublin. Of course this govern­ 
ment can’t have any real power 
until England withdraws her irmy 
of occupation and that can only 
be brought about by pressure from 
outside of Island.”

STATE CONTROL OF ' 


WIRE PROPERTIES 


OKLAHOMA CITY, 
May 
30.— 
(Special,— The 
Corporation 
Com­ 
mission of Oklahoma, in common 
with 
the 
public 
utilities 
control 
boards of many other states, is mak­ 
ing vigorous protest against so-call­ 
ed ‘‘protective legislation” in con­ 
nection with' the return of telephone 
and telegraph companies to their 
former owners. 
This 
“protective 
legislation” 
is 
designed 
to leave 
the wire companies under the con­ 
trol of the State Commissions. The 
Corporation 
Commission has sent 
the following telegram to all Okla­ 
homa representatives and senators 
as well as to the chairmen of the 
Congressional 
Committees 
having 
the legislation in charge. 
“This commission and people of 
Oklahoma emphatically favor 
im­ 
mediate return of wire properties 


to owners with control by state 
commission. Federal control to data 
has 
been 
accompanied 
by higher 
rates and poorer service. All local 
telephone business and ninety-eight 
percent of long distince calls are 
intrastate and in the province of 
state control. State commission un­ 
derstands local conditions and can 
best deal with complaints with fair­ 
ness to both companies and cus­ 
tomers. 
“ We are taking this stand in the 
interests of the people of Oklaho­ 
ma,” said 
Art L. Walker, chair­ 
man of the corporation commission. 
“When we receive a complaint re­ 
garding the telephone situation in 
a certain district of any Oklahoma 
| City 
or county we 
are 
familiar 
with the situation, directly inter­ 
ested in it and give it prompt at­ 
tention. Suppose the complaint had 
to go to some department at Wash­ 
ington. Those handling it would be 
ignorant 
of 
the 
local 
conditions 
and interested in Oklahoma only as 
one of forty-eight states. It is evi­ 
dent that our own commission can 
handle such questions for the best 
interests of our own people.

it forth. 
This nation has a banner, and wher­ 
ever it streamed abroad men saw day­ 
break bursting on their eyes, for the 
American Hag has beyi the symbol of 
liberty, ami men rejoiced In It. Not 
antu ber flag on the globe bas such an 
errand or went forth upon the sea car­ 
rying everywhere the world around 
such hope for the captive and such 
glorious tidings. 
The stars upon it 
were to the pining nations like the 
morning stars of God, and the stripes 
upon it were the beams of morning 
light. And wherever the flag conies 
and men behold it they see in Its sa­ 
cred blazonry no rampant lion and 
fierce eagle, but only light, and every 
fold significant of liberty. 
Let us then twine each thread of the

General Gordon rode away and 
dispatched a messenger to Mrs. Bar- 
low, who was staying at the Eleventh 
corps headquarters. 
She was con­ 
ducted through the Confederate lines, 
and found her husband still alive on 
the field. 
She had him taken to the 
Bender home near by, where by her 
careful nursing he 
recovered. Twenty 
years after the bat­

General 
Gor­ 
don 
and 
General 
Barlow* met at a 
banquet in Wash­ 
ington. 
“Are you any re­ 
lation to General 
Barlow 
who 
was 
killed 
at 
Gettys­ 
burg?*’ G e n e r a l 
G o r d o n 
asked. 
“Yea, I ani the 
man,** 
answered 
Barlow1. “Are you any relation to the 
General Gordon who was reported 
dead at Gettysburg?’* 
General Gordon was under the im­ 
pression that Barlow had flied soon 
after he left him on the field, and as 
there was a General Gordon of the 
Confederate army killed each thought 
the other dead. 


By the Associated Press 
Washington, May 30.— The great 
universities 
of 
England 
whose 
student bodies and teaching staffs 
were greatly depleted by service in 
the arm y or in government offices 
during the war are again filling 
with students dud resuming normal 
life. 
This is shown bv a letter re­ 
ceived here by Lieutenant Colonel 
J. C. Faunthorpe of the British Em ­ 
bassy from A. L. Smith, Master of 
Balliol College, Oxford. New schools; 
are being opened at Oxford 
and I 
plans for greater efficiency are be­ 
ing put into effect, he writes. 
According to the Master of Ball­ 
iol. Oxford sent approximately 12,- 
v.uO of its men to the w*ar or into 
.he government 
service. Of 
these 
2,39 4 were killed and 109 are miss- 
ng. More than 4.000 won honors in 
the 
war 
including 
16 
Victoria 
Crosses. 
The figures of Cambridge 
University would 
be 
about 
the 
same the writer estimates. 
Outlining the 
services rendered 
by men of the forty colleges of 
Oxford and Cambridge, the Master 
write* that owing to the response 
for war service, the student 
life 
“dwindled to a thread.” He adds 
that “ the importance of 
the 
re­ 
sponse of these two older univer­ 
sities was that it filled up the gap 
between the destruction of the old 
Regular army in 
the fighting of 
August 
and 
September 
1914 
and 
the coming forward of the new’ly 
trained 
territorials 
in the 
spring 
of 1915. This immediate response 
to the call of the country and the 
personal courage and devotion of 
these young men wrere a complete 
and decisive answer to any ‘class’ 
jealousy oi feeling that the work­ 
ers were being made to bear the 
brunt. 
“ We doubted how many of the 
men would want to come 
back,” 
continues the Master. “We are find­ 
ing that practically every man who 
possibly can is applying to be tak ­ 
en back, at any rate for shorten­ 
ed courses (lasting on an average 
of one ad tw’o-thirds years) and al­ 
ready the colleges are overfull.” 
The general tone and character 


of these men is described by Bal- 
liol’s Master as rem arkably high. 
There is quite as much life and 
cheerful activity as before the war 
and a great deal more seriousness 
of 
purpose. 
The 
m aster 
notes 
not cnly a marked improvement In 
the strength of characer shown by 
the 
returning 
students 
but 
that 
they even gained intellectually w hat 
they had lost in book knowledge 
and have more than made up for 
this loss by 
the power of com­ 
ing to the point, and by a sense of 
reality about their work. 
This, 
he concludes, shows th a t 
their 
previous 
university 
educa­ 
tion was far too bookish and ab­ 
stract in type and “ neglected too 
much the intellectual effect of be­ 
ginning things at the practical and 
concrete end. These returned men 
are not only keener to work but 
th ey work with more swiftness and 
directness than 
before they went 
out, for, as one of them said, that 
you had to do a lot of thinking in 
the trenches aor else your number 
was soon up.” 
Oxford has made many conces­ 
sions to these men w’hich the mast­ 
er regards as justified by the show­ 
ing they now are making in their 
, studies. 
Form er nine term s’ resi- 
; denee was required to obtain an 
Oxford degree, now the men who 
served in the army are excused from 
half 
this 
requirement 
and 
from 
some of the examination require­ 
ments. 
These concessions will en­ 
able the majority of them to take 
their degree and go into the pro­ 
fession only a year or two later 
than 
would 
have 
been 
the 
case 
but for the war. 
“ In character and in general in­ 
tellectual development they will be 
better men than they wrould have 
been under normal conditions, and, 
in intellectual equipment of knowl- 
I edge, hardly, if at 
all. inferior,** 
writes the Balliol master.
